Corbet 1, $216 ; Sam. Sullivan, $180. 

.e unimproved land was sold, Dr. 
J. A. Vanuatu buying about 60 acres 
$72, aud John L. McCormick about 
20 acres at $60. 

The entire sale aggregated $17,- 
522.50. 

Capt. Jack Stewart was the auc- 
tioneer tud pushed sales briskly. A.

The following report by Benjimiu 
L, Smith was given at the couveuiiou 
in Cincinnati in October: 

'"A Jubilee shall that fiftieth year 
be unto you I" 

"The fiftieth report of the Ameri- 
can Christian Mi.siouary Society is 
one full of facts and should mak» 
jubilant. The society succeeded in 
securing the lull $100,000 for th 
Jubilee, an iucieaae of $59,000 over 
last year. 

"The report recitea the heeinnir 
the work under the presidency of Al- 
exander Campbell and the growth of 
fifty years. There hat been rais«d 
and expended through the treatury Of 
the Society $860,500; tupplemental 
funds raited ou the mittlon f 
$2,300,000. There has come into 
ing under the care and help of the 
National Board aud auxiliary to that 
Board, fort) -six State and District 
Boards of Missious. The missionaries 
of the Gen/ ,al Board have organised 
23,61 churches, and baptized 98 360 
persons into 1 he churches. The State 
Board report 295,168 additions to the 
churches bv their missionaries. 

The American Cbristiau Mission- 
ary Sociity ban given to the church 
the various o her societies ; the Chris- 
tian Woman's Board ot Missious, 
which has raised $770,000 since itt 
organization ; the Foreign Society 
which has raised aud expended $1,- 
141,000 for Foreign Missions ; the 
Board of Church Extension, which 
has raised $236,000 for that work ; the 
Board of Negro Evangelization, 
which has rained $68,000 before lit 
offering was united with that of the 
General Home Board ; aud the Board 
of Ministerial Relief, which has raised 
about $29 000 or the help of aged and 
needy ministers. This is the briefest 
statement of our organized mission- 
work in t ts Jubilee Yeai— 'bv 
their fruits ye shal 1 know them.' 

'The report for the last year is the 
record ot the most prosperous year in 
our hi.'ory ; it is already known that 
the Society has increased itt income 
from $41,000 to $100,000 iu one year.

Important Decision. 
The Court of Appeal* decided a 
very important case, last weel 
tobacco growers of the State. The 
Farmers Tobacco House sued 'G. C. 
Minor, of this county, for the 
•896 balance of amount of money- 
advanced him on his tobacco crop 
after the sale of the crop at the ware- 
house in Louisville and deduction of 
commissions and coat of sale. 

Minor plead the statute law which 
make* it unlawful to charge com- 
missions, which is as follows : 

"It shall be unlawful to charge the 
the seller any thing by tho way 
commission or otherwise for paying 
him the money for which hia tobacco 
is eold." Penalty— "For a violation 
of this law the offender shall be liable 
the sum ot $25 to $100 to the party 
aggrieved for each offense."

TALKING AND LISTENING!. 

T»s Tyranny of the Monolotist Pasting 
Away. 

It was one of Dr. Johnson's many 

good points that, although he could 
be overbearing and rude, he could also 
listen. Naturally, the lion's share of 
the talk often fell to his lot, and just 
as naturally, whether he talked much 
or little, he inevitably dominated the 
conversation— all this was in the na- 
ture of things — but Johnson was not 
a monologist. He led, he often domi- 
nated, and sometimes domineered, 
but he also listened and thoroughly 
understood that the good talk which 
his soul loved involved give and take, 
exchange of ideas, the power to listen 
as well as to speak. The exchange 
may not always be on quite equal 
terms. Was it not Heine who, when a 
friend found him unusually dull one 
day, explained, with sarcastic intent, 
that he had been exchanging thoughts 
with Prof. So and So? The Herr Pro- 
fessor, one may be sure, had the best 
of that exchange. But when talkers 
meet on fairly equal terms exchange 
is of the essence of the art of both talk- 
ing and listening. 

On the whole, one is inclined to 
think that the supposed diseappear- 
of the art of conversation is a de- 
ll. What has really disappeared 
is the tyranny of the monologist; and 
"for this relief," we may say with the 
Danish soldier, "much thanks." It is 
difficult to believe that were any lat- 
ter-day Macaulay, for example, to 
rise, crammed with information on 
every conceivable subjert with a re- 
lentless memory stored with all kinds 
of useful and useless knowledge, and 
endowed with a fatally fluent and 
ruelly copious gift of speech — it is 
difficult, we say,, to believe that such
